Document: JP, 2002-114949, A (Nippon Kayaku Co., Ltd.), 16 April, 2002. 

The aforementioned document cited in the ISR discloses a UV-curable adhesive composition for 
bonding optical disks that has a weight loss of 2% or less after 1 h in air at a temperature of 80°C and a 
bonded optical disk such as DVD, which is an optical disk having a semitransparent reflective film 
composed of silver oxide on one of the bonded disks, those disks being bonded with the 
aforementioned adhesive composition, wherein the adhesive composition is composed of components 
that can be selected from oligomers such as (meth)acrylate monomers and epoxy (meth)acrylates and 
photopolymerization initiators and wherein 2,2-dimethoxy-l,2-diphenylethane-l-one can be used as 
the photopolymerization initiator. 

Study of the disclosures of the document did not show as the requirement to use an urethane 
(meth)acrylate as the necessary component 

Therefore, claim 1 of the international application does not appear to possess novelty or involve 
an inventive step. 
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
